But some speciai 
instruction is necessary to enable coxa to 
‘emoke opium, and itis rather-dou!: f.1 i” 
pune novice out of ten will be able, from 
any. mere description, to accompli». ft 
without ocular demonstrations Ly an ex- 
pert. “The whole art of itisin the ‘tneok- 
ing” of the opiam: ° The ¥aricty of iis 
drug that is used for smoking is very <ii- 
ferent from that eniployed in pharma- 
centical preparations. It is soft, thick, 
giossy black, tarry-looking stuff, and 
costs four or or fire times as much, at 
least, as the other kind does. Enough of 
it for adozen “pipes” will cost from 5. 
to 43 cents in any respectable ‘‘joim.’’ in 
New York, but-then one ac doult pase. 
there a certain percentage for the use of 

the “lay-out,” which consists of 4 pipe, 
noedile, lati¥p and place to lie down and eu- 
joy the questionable dissipation. 

The lamp is fed with some vegetable 
oil—-probably tliat from peanuts—which 
gives forth no unpleasant smell in burn- 
ing. Its‘ flame, small and clear,is sur- 
rounded by a little dome of glass, open at 
the top. The expert ‘‘fiend’’—asthe hab- 


’ itual opium smoker is called—takes upon 


the point of the long slender steel needle 
a small wad of the opium from the 
“shell” in which it is served. This he 
ho'ds over the flame of the lamp, whére it 
boils, bubbles, squirms like a golden 
bronze worm and gradually changes color 
to a shade of metallic gray. All the 
while it is undergoing this transforma- 
tion, he twirls it deftiy and shapes it on 
the bowl of the pipe, which has a broad, 
smooth surface surrounding a tiny cen- 
tral apertnre. First be makes it cylin- 
drical. Then he pokes the end of the 
needie through the little hole in the pipe, 
compressing the pasty pill iuto a little 
disk, in which shape he finally leaves it 
sticking to the bowl round the hole. By 
this time it isquite hard and seems coked 
as wellas cooked. Now he holds it over 
the flame of the lamp and, as it seethes, 
sucks in the volume of faintly odoriferous 
smoke that it gives forth. Three or four 
long and deep inhalations—the smoke be- 
ing taken away down into the Itings—and 
the pill is consumed, Then the cooking 
process is re-commenced. Out of three 
hours of opium-smoking, two hours and 4 
half are consumed in the prepardtory 
cooking of the drug. 

Whether the practice is a yery injurious 
one or not; whether the incidental asso- 
ciations of the “joint” aresometimes very 
immoral, or not, are questions that need 
not be discussed here. Some éstimuble 
Chinese merchants in this city smoke 
twenty or thirty ah “per diem, at least, 
and do not seem 2. ed by it, phys- 
ically, mentally or morally. But all that 
has nothing to do with the question— 
Will it prevent or cure yellow fever? and 
that is one of such importance that it de- 
nerves soeeey and effectual determina- 
tion, .
